and  as  there  were  bouses  to  build  and  st»wk 
to  buy  they  were  compelled  to  raise  money 
by  mortgaging  their  land,  which  they  each 
did  to  the  amount  of  91,000,  giving  ten  notes 
of  $100  at  4  per  cent.,  one  note  and  interest 
on  whole,  payable  yearly.  Things  worked 
along  smooth  unt\la  drought  compelled  them 
to  give  a  second  mortgage  of  >500  on  seven 
years’  time  to  enable  them  to  hold  their 
places.
